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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his inventbn. 

Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In clainns 2-4 the applicant refers to "gate insulating film". This terms is confusing 
and not clear in a scope limitations of independent claim 1 . In reviewing the drawings 
and the specification, the above passage is not distinctly disclosed in such a manner to 
understand the metes and bounds of other applicant's claims. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 5-8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ohmi (US 
5,8/40,368), cited by applicant. 
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With respect to claims 1 Ohmi teaches the method for forming an integrated 
device, comprising: 

preparing moisture at a first temperature (200°C - 600°C) from oxygen and 
hydrogen by use of a catalyst; 

transferring the thus-prepared moisture Into a wafer heat treatment chamber of a 
batch processing oxidation furnace to form a wet oxidative atmosphere around a 
plurality of wafers inside the chamber, while keeping the moisture in a gaseous state, 
and 

performing thermal oxidation to a silicon member over a first major surface of 
each of the wafers in the wet oxidative atmosphere in the wafer heat treatment chamber 
by heating the wafers up to a second temperature ( 600°C) higher than the first 
temperature.
